REPORT OF 
The Superintending School Committee, 


The schools for the past year have not essentially va- 
ried in character from those of former years. They have 
indeed been favored with exemption from such an _ epi- 
demic as that which cut off several of the childrén in one 
of the schools, and caused it to be closed for a time, the 
year before. This has been a year of quiet and prosper- 
ity. The schools have had good teachers and have well 
held on in the march of improvement. 

The change of Readers in three of the schools has ey- 
idently proved very beneficial. The reading matter in 
our former Readers was doubtless well selected. But let 
the same lesson, however good in itself, be read over 
from term to term and from year to year, and it becomes 
stale, and the scholar takes no interest in the reading. 
The new Readers are made up of selections better adapt- 
ed to school purposes, and come new and fresh to those 
who are required to read them ; and in consequence the 
reading awakens a new interest, and secures a marked 
improvement in the art. 

One evil habit too prevalent ia our schools, | would 
animadvert upon, as it requires the aid of parents added 
to the efforts of teachers to correct it. I allude to the 
habit of reading and reciting in a low and feeble tone of 
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voice, and with an indistinct utterance. There are chil- 
dren whose voices ring out enough to be heard afar off, 
when at their play, and who speak with distinct utterance 
and animated tones when engaged in conversation. But 
when they come to say their lessons, they seem trying to’ 
‘peep and mutter” like the wizards of olden time, and 
to be afraid Jest somebody should hear what they are 
saying. This habit is injurious to those who indulge in 
it, and vexatious to the teacher ; and it contributes to 
make all the exercises of the school insufferably dull and 
spiritless, 
The school in : 
DISTRICT NO. 1, 
Was, during the spring and fall terms, under the charge - 
of Miss Hattie M. Fellows of this town. She is an expe- 
rienced teacher, and was evidently faithful in her labors 
in school, and good pregress was made. Mr. Samuel: 
Taylor, who was very favorably mentioned in the reports 
of former years, came to the schocl during its winter 
term, with his accustomed faithfulness and energy. For 
part of this term, when the attendance was the largest, 
Miss Jennie S. Dudley, an advanced pupil, was employ- 
ed as assistant, to teach some of the younger classes, 
giving the teacher more time to do justice to the classes 
that remained to him. 
IN DISTRICT NO. 2 

The school was taught by Miss Alice L. Goodwin, of 
Maine. She was painstaking and efficient as a teacher, 
and the school prospered under her care. But she was 
obliged, from failure of health, to relinquish the school 
two or three weeks before the close of the last term. 
The remaining part of the term was well completed by - 
Mr. Samuel Taylor, mentioned above. WS 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 

This school was also much favored in its teacher, Miss 
Emma Blodgett, of Kensington. She is a teacher of ex- 
perience, and has a happy faculty for managing and in- 
structing a school ; and good success attended her. la- 
bors. Bui ill health prevented her from completing the 
second term of the school and for the last three weeks 
Miss Addie Kimball, of Exeter, was the teacher. She 
also taught for a short winter term. She had had no ex- 
perience as a public teacher, and it is always difficult for 
such an one to fill the place of an experienced and popu- 
lar predecessor. But she put forth earnest endeavors, 
and was successful. The unfavorable weather caused 
the closing of the term a little sooner than had been in- 
tended. 


The school in 
DISTRICT No. + 


Was taught by Miss Anna E. Judkins, of Kingston. This © 
school has become reduced in numbers, but those who did 
attend it could receive all the aid from the teacher they 
‘needed, and good progress was generally apparent. The 
teacher was thorough and successful in her work. 

| : DISTRICT NO. 0. 

This school is at the County House, and is supported 
chiefly by the County Commissioners. Mr. Stephen I... 
Pollard was the teacher for the first term. A good por- 
tion of the scholars seemed capable and promising, and 
the school advanced under the teacher’s efficient labors. 
The second term was in the charge of Miss Mary UL. 
Brown, of Chester. She was diligent and patient in her 
school work. The school has unquestionably been a 
great benefit to the children attending it. The funds of 
the County cannot be better employed than in building 
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up intelligence and character in those children of poverty 
and misfortune.
